ators have only made money, as a 
rule, where they bad 
extra 
easy 
cbancea 
Such as have had long 
hauls, or open or exposed lauding-, 
have the balances on the wrong side, 
unless they are exceedingly lucky. 
The aggregate cut has been large, 
and the price of logs can hardly be 
expected to be euough larger to make 
up for the extra ex cu se. 
As to the 
prospect of getting the logs out, it is 
the best possible. 
The streams are 
full, although the water is running 
off over the ice very fast, the cold 
weather holding the ice solid. 
None 
of the upper lakes are open aud it will 
be far into May before the logs are 
moving to any extent 
This only ap­ 
plies to the upper territory, which 
means the upper Mississippi, begiuing 
at Grand Rapids aud extending above 
that point. 
Farther up. as on the 
Winnebegoshish, in Leech lake, etc., 
June may not see the logs out. 
The 
winter has been the coldest for many 
years, and the ice of a thickness hith­ 
erto unknown, said to be five to six 
feet in those waters.

his own environment. 
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The prevalent notion about the zebra 
is that it Ls so untamable as to Im* of no 
practical use to mau. 
Experiment* 
show* that this Is au erroneous notion. 
In a numlier of instances it has been re­ 
duced ti» docility in Europe, but no a t­ 
tempt lias ls*eu made to impr« *ss It into 
th** serviceable iMhMlagc with which we j 
arc? familiar in th** h« *rs<*. Tliitl com- ! 
plete m u tability for the pur)*-sc ° f ! 
labor is not itnpossil;! -, and is. ind**ed, j 
hopeful, is being shown in the Trans­ 
vaal, whore a firm engaged in the 
coaching business lM*tweett Pretoria and j 
Fort Tull, Iu Mashonnlanii, have actu- j 
ally eight zebras in harness and four of 
them regularly employed in drawing j 
eiir|v. 


By all means sow some clover this 
spring. 
8e<sl is high, y et w e cannot 
well do without this useful plant. 
We 
need it in our rotations. 
W e require 
it both to furnish the lx*st of hay for 
cur stock, a s well as to maintain the 
fertility of the soils of our farms. 
Try and keep a g*m>*1 start with the 
siring work, and then k« *ep ahead.

Th* n do not omit Incessant tillage 
and cultivation throughout the grow­ 
ing season. 
Keep at it. 
Jk> not turn out th** stock to pasture

If gamb­ 
ling is to be permitted why allow a 
monopoly and permit a favored few 
to run the business to the exclusion 
of those who cannot afford to put up 
the license, for it must be considered 
such. 
We do not believe the time will 
ever come in the history of Brainerd 
when gambling will not be carried on, 
but it can be kept within bounds, and 
the Dispatch earnestly trusts that the 
city council will look into the matter 
at its next meeting and ascertain to 
its own satisfaction if there is any 
foundation for the rumor that the 
proprietors of six houses are putting 
up $25 a week for the privilege of 
running.
